Producer Entitled To Fair Pro-

Elden, Iowa—A government market- 


ing agency, which is possible by spee- 
dy and drastic action, at a special SPS- 
fion of congress, is necessary to save 
agriculture from the "Impending ca- 
lamity." Senator Smith W. Brookhart 
said here Saturday in addressing the 
Farmers'' union picnic.- 
, 


"This government marketing agen- 


cy will offer only temporary relief." 
Senator Brookhart said. "A complete 
remedy is found in cooperative control 
of production, processing, credit, and 
marketing by the fanners themselves. 


"The critics of the great Progressive 


movement in the west describe it as 
a temporary period of unrest. 
Any 


concrete or constructive remedy for 
this situation is defined as radicalism 
or ridiculed as a foolish panacea They 
never fail to end up their discussion 
with denouncing the alliance of the 
farmers and the laboring people as 
unholy, ill-advised, and vicious. 
In 


answer I say that agriculture has al- 
ways been expolited by the middle men 
in our economic organization." 


He sat_d that in 1912 the farmer re- 


ceived six billion dollars for his prod- 
ucts, but that tho consumer paid thir- 
teen billion dollars for them. 


RUSSIAN CROP IMPROVED 


"T visited fifteen countries in Europe 


and found crops everywhere better 
than last year, and very much better 
In Russia. I also found the purchas- 
ing power of the people of Europe is 
reduced because of the Ruhr invasion 
nnd the consequent unemployment in 
England and Germany. The specula- 
tors know of these facts and have 
beaten the price down accordingly but 
have concealed them from the farm- 
ers as much as possible, fearing from 
them a demand for an extra session 
of congress. As .soon as I returned I 
made such a demand and broadcasted 
it over the country and the press says 
It will not be heeded by the p'resident."

This bank will assume the lia- 
bilities of the Oneida bank, taking the 
directors' notes, and after all these 
have been paid the remainder of the 
liquidated assets will be divided among 
the stockholders. 


Affairs of the Oneida bank were in 


good shape, according to C. IX Morris- 
sey. cashier, and it has more assets 
than liablHtles. However, the patron- 
age has not been sufficient to make 
the business profitable to the stock- 
holders and there seemed little oppor- 
tulty to increase the deposits. 


ADVISED TO QUIT

officers to liquidate its affairs before 
there was any chance of running be- 
hind. A meeting of stockholders was 
called and the transfer of business to 
DePere arranged.

'Retailers have worked 
their stocks to bedrock, and continue 
to transact brisk business supplying 
materials especially for the building of 
small homes. The result is that they 
.-re coming more and more often Into 
the market, but still largely for im- 
mediate requirements, and that they 
must soon depart from this policy and 
•begin buying ahead if they Vspect to 
meet the prospective heavy fall de- 
mand. 
Wholesalers forsee an early 


big development in demand and a rise 
in prices, and many of them are com- 
ing Into the market for speculative 
purposes. 
It is noticeable, however, 


that the mills arS unwilling to accept 
the low prices. oftered. but prefer to 
book what regular business comes In 
and use their surplus production to- 
ward building up their stocks. 


Retailers in both city and country 


are showing real Interest in the mar- 
ket, and inquiries are plentiful. Some 
are already placing 
sizable 
orders 


covering fall, needs, fearing that car 
shortage will make it difficult to se- 
cure deliveries later on. Car supply 
as yet is easy, but it is difficult to 
forsee what will happen. 
Much de- 


pends on whether farmers decide to 
market their crops immediately, or to 
hold a good part of them in hopes of 
subesquent price improvement. 
In 


the former case an acute car short- 
age appears inevitable, while in the 
latter no serious trouble /is likely to 
develop.

USE FOR STEEL 


Steel Balls Now Are Used To 


Pulverize Materials For 


Cement 


•. By Associated Press 


Chicago—Just as iron gave way to 


steel a decade ago. now flint bows to 
the superiority of this competitor and 
steps gracefully out. 


Importation of flint pebbles from 


France and Denmark for use In indus- 
tries dependent on fine grinding of 
rock, has practically been abandoned 
due to the development of steel balls 
for 
this 
purpose, according to the 


Structural Materials Research Labora- 
tory of Lewis Institute here. 
Some 


years ago there was a heavy demand 
for the flint stones, the bulk of which 
was obtained abroad. 


These flint pebbles, according to the 


announcement, were 
used in 
the 


cement industry in the finer grinding 
operations, where limestone, shale and 
clay are reduced to fine powder. Pre- 
liminary crushinging is done'by a va- 
riety of methods, but the- pulverizing 
was the work of the pebbles. Xow 
steel balls are used. Long cylinders, 
known as ball or tube mills, are half fill- 
ed with steel balls, and when the raw 
materials are put in. the cylinder is 
revolved. 
The balls .climb the side 


of the cylinder and fall back on the 
raw material, pounding and rubbing it 
to powder. Some of the smaller ma- 
chines will contain 10 or 11 tons o£ 
balls, while the largest ones need 34 
to 3S tons. So thorough is the oper- 
ation of the tube mills that the rock 
powder produced is finer than flour, 
and will pass through a sieve finer 
than silk. Similar machines are used 
in grinding the glass-hard clinker to 
finished cement, which must pass an 
equally fine sieve test. 


Although some of the California 


mills still use flint pebbles, which are 
found in that state, the majority of 
the plants use steel balls, from % of 
an inch to fivo inches in diameter. 
Last year well over 35.000.000 tons of 
raw materials and 20.000.000 tons of 
clinker were pulverized by the cement 
industry In machines of this type.

THE TRIUMPH OF. THE TURKS 


j 
The treaty of Sevres, resulting from 


the World war and written in a lofty mor- 
al spirit for the protection of the Armen- 
ians and other Christian peoples of the 
Xear east and for the control of Turkey, 
has been scrapped by the new treaty of 
Lausanne. The latter treaty is a complete 
victory for Turkey, which is restored to 
the possession of Constantinople and 
Thrace. Turkey placed herself in a posi- 
tion to dominate the Lausanne conference 
by her victory over Greece. This war 
•was brought on by Greece's effort to re- 
tain and strengthen her hold oh territory 
apportioned to her out of the allied vic- 
tory in the "World war. 
Her collision 


"with Turkey yvas promoted if not fos-« 
tered by Great Britain. "When this con- 
flict ended Turkey, was back in Europe in 
a dominating position athwart the straits. 
She made full use of this strategic advan- 
tage at the conference table at Lausanne. 
The treaty there concluded is a compro- 
mise between the allied powers them- 
Behes to avoid upsetting the balance of 
power in the Near east. 


At the conclusion of the "World war 


Turkey was in the same boat as Germany 
and Austria, that is, hopelessly defeated. 
There was a universal jiemand by the 
civilized nations of the world that this 
victory over Turkey be utilized to expel 
her permanently from Europe, where her 
atrocities over a long period of time had 
shocked Christianity. 
Her control over 


Constantinople and the straits was taken 
away in order to remove her as a factor 
in European diplomacy and to cancel the 
balance of power she had held in playing 
one nation against another to her own ad- 
vantage, not only in Near eastern war- 
fare, but in the policies of powers touch- 
ing this general region. 
She emerges 


from the Lausanne conference with her 
old position reestablished and with re- 
newed military prestige, carrying with 
them all the potential sources of evil that 
had made her a menace alike to Christiani- 
ty "and to peace. 


This surrender of morals, and the obli- 


gations of civilization to the political exi- 
gencies of Europe is a return to pre-war 
diplomacy. 
It is brought about by the' 


rivalry of European powers for trade and 
commercial advantage and by fear of up- 
setting the balance of military power. An 
effective international agency for the en- 
forcement of peace at the end of the 
EWorld war would have prevented not on- 
ly the conflict between Greece and Tur- 
key but would have preserved to civiliza- 
tion the immense benefits of expelling the 
Turk from Europe and freeing the straits 
and Constantinople of Turkish dominion. 
The restoration of Turkish sovereignty 
there and in Thrace is nothing less than a 
•world calamity. 
It affects the United 


States along will other Christian cations, 
if not in a commercial and political 
sense, certainly in a humanitarian sense. 
It can be regarded as nothing more nor 
less than one of the products of Ameri- 
can failure to cooperate -with Europe for 
the preservation of peace and those high 
ideals for which the World war was 
foneht.

"PITTSBURG-PLUS" 


The war by the Middle west on the 


"Pittsburg-plus" method of fixing steel 
prices has reached the point where it be- 
gins to look as though it would be suc- 
cessful and result in the abolishment,of 
this discriminatory and unjust practice. 
The case has been taken before the Fed- 
eral Trade commission by the attorneys- 
general of four mid-western states. 


Pittsburg-plus is a device employed by 


the United States Steer~corporation for' 
the control of markets and prices. Under 
it the price to the consumer is based upon 
the Pittsburg price plus the freight 
charges from Pittsburg to the point of de- 
livery. 
A good illustration of how this 


practice works out is afforded by steel 
marketed from Gary, where there are im- 
mense steel plants. If Gary steel is sold 
in Chicago, which is only a few miles 
away, there is added to the price the 
freight from Pittsburg to Chicago, a dis- 
tance of some five hundred miles. 


The ends of corporation financing can- 


not possibly be made to justify a practice 
which is so obviously indefensible. "While" 
it may work out to the benefit of the steel 
manufacturers, it cannot be anything but 
a burden to the steel buyer. Cities, states 
and communities are entitled to the bene- 
fits of their proximity to centers of pro- 
duction and distribution. That is a car- 
dinal principle in freedom of trade. 
Es- 


sentially the same principle was involved 
in the lonc-and-short-haul litieation over 
—

the Interstate Commerce act of 18S9. 
The railroads had been engaged in a prac- 
tice of favoring one locality at the expense 
of another having a shorter rail haul and 
therefore entitled to lower transportation 
charges. 
This discrimination has not 


been altogether removed as yet. but it is 
gradually giving way under the constant 
assault o: cities and territory which suffer 
from its application. 


The Pittsburg-plus practice -will have to 


go in the same manner. There is hardly 
any doubt that it constitutes "unfair 
trade practices" within the meaning of the 
law giving the Federal Trade commission 
authority to uphold freedom of trade. 
The west has suffered from this injustice 
many years. 
It is time that it stopped 


paying tribute to the steel corporation be- 
cause of its geographical position. 
It 


should be permitted to enjoy the benefits 
of its proximity to the centers of steel 
production which have arisen in this sec- 
tion of the country.

Scientifically trained physicians who know some 


thing about metabolism and its Importance in dl 
sease. find it necessary In the successful manaee 
ment of many conditions like autointoxication. Rout 
Brighfs disease, that tired feeling, run down con 
dition. nervousness, etc.. to determine the "nitrosei 
balance." This is to say. they eliminate accurately 
the relative proportion of nitrogen containing food1 
indigested, taken into the system, by the patien 
on a certain diet, and then compare this with the 
total amount of nitrogen compounds eliminated from 
tho body. In health a definite balance is mam 
talned. In disease the balance is frequently upse' 
and needs careful adjustment. 


Purins aro nitrogen containing food elements de 


rived from cells or their nuclei. Some foods are rich 
in purins. some foods are^poor in purins and some 
foods contain no purins at all. Purins. of course 
are wholesome and essential in' the diet of a norma' 
individual. Still, a great deal of illness is due to 
excessive purin intake, or in other words to faultt 
nitrogen balance. 


Purin containing foods are but one source of that 


notorious but not wholly pathological compound 
called uric acid. An individual on a strictly purin 
free diet still eliminates uric acid: it is present in 
the urine (not as uric! acid but as a compound 
of uric acid) and in the blood. Uric acid is a normal 
substance in blood and in prine. Part of it is de- 
rived from the natural wear and tear of life, the 
utilization of tissue cells as fuel, for instance for 
muscular work. 
In a healthy adult of average stature, the normal 


amount of uric acid eliminated in the urine when a 
jurin free diet is taken is between five and 12 grains 
daily (0.3 to'0.6 grams). Under the same conditions 
the normal amount of uric acid in the blood is 
between one and two milligrams for each 100 cubic 
centimeters. Without rigid control of the patient's 
diet for three days preceding: the tests, the tests are 
worthless.

Carriers of 
the Appleton postoffice assisted in 
the survey. No detailed report was 
compiled on statistics gath'ered on 
local routes, but statistics are avail- 
able for the state of Wisconsin. 


Wisconsin compares well with the 


Iowa. the. hog state, not in number 
of pigs or hogs raised, but In the 
percentage of pigs saved from far- 
rowings. 


Pigs saved in Wisconsirt 
in 
the 


spring of 1922 show gain of about 4 
per cent. The sain of sows farrowed 
js 7 per cent. Sows bred or to be bred 
£or fall farrowing in -1923. as com- 
pared with the fall of 1922. indicate 
a, gain of 24 per cent. The fall far- 
rowing will, however, be only 52 per 
cent of the spring farrowing. 
/ 


While the increase this spring in 


the number of pigs saved was less 
than 1 per cent of the country and 
less than 6 per cent for the corn belt 
states, the number of sows farrowing 
showed an increase of 3-9 per cent 
over last year for the United States 
and 8 per cent for the corn belt states. 
Losses In spring pigs, probably due to 
the severe weather, wer6 heavier "than 
last year. 


On the basis of the survey, it would 


seem that the commercial market sup- 
ply of hogs, over four-fifths of which 
comes from the corn belt, from the 
spring of 1923. should be about as 
large as that from the spring crop of 
1922.

let stand for at least an hour. Shake 
the water from the leaves and toss 
into a cloth byj enough to hold the 
lettuce loosely.
